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Preface 



If one conceptualizes life as a cont'iniious interaction between the 
organism and his/her environment, then learning is likewise a continuum 
from birth to death. Educable mentally handicapped 'children are atypical 
learners fnynv^KmpfhP HAyplnpmPirhf^t- firnrnnr . and <;iih<;pqiipnt learni ngs are 
not an exact match to their non-exceptional age^peers. , School curriculum 
for the educable mentally handicapped begins at a lower level than that 
for avenarge pupils and reaches a celling in most, if not all, areas before 
average pupils. The curriculurfi, minimum expectancies, and performance' 
indicators are similar .for the most part. The primary differences in what 
constitutes curriculum, 'expectancies and .performance indicators for the 
ed|jicable mentally handicapped and average .pupils are: (1) at the early . 
agesi curriculum for the educable mentally handicapped are materials that 
average pupils acquired prior to entering formal schooling; (2) 'the educabl 
.mentally handicapped needs longer to master curriculum and achieve minimum 
Expectancies resulting in a noticeable time lag between acquisitjon of 
minimum expectancies ^for average pupils and the educable mentally handi- 
capped; and (3) the educable mentally handicapped do not proceed as far 
in the continuum as do average pupils. 

^ ' Thts collection of Competency GoaTs and Perfprmance Indicators for^ ^ 
•North Carolina educable mentally handicapped pupils is presented as a com- 
panion volume to Competency Goals and Performance Indicators K-12 , Much • 
of it is drawn directly from the parent volQrae which should fa^^M'tate 
the integration of educable mentally handicapped pupils into regular class- 
rooms. The major changes between the volumes are the addition of a section 
ori vocational education; the deletion of the sections on cultural arts and 
educational media; and a sharp focus on those. competencies and perforfhance 
indicators deemed essential in. a balanced curriculum for educable mentally 
handicapped pupils. This volume is intended as a resouVce for both reg-^ 
ular and exceptional children teachers who serve educabl^mentally handi- 
cap pec^rP«P+^^. ^ \' ' . 

,jis ntet^rial is not intended to create a static, mechaWal curri- 
culum, for that would be detrimental to pupils and to the educational 
process;. but rather as a tool to assist educators in creating curriculum 
and instructional programs to maximize the learning potential of educable 
mentally handicapped pupils. 

Competency, goals, and perfomance indicators, for educable mentally . 
handicapped pupils will differ from pupil to pupiT. For many EMH pupils, 
the same competency goals and performance .indicators devel-oped for pupils 
'i'n general education will be appropriate, but at a different time and in- 
a different manner than^pils in general education. . If one does. In ; 
fact, believe in individual^ differences , "at the best a document such ; 
as this can only serve as a repository of general competencies from which 
wtll be selected those competencies that "are. appropriate for aiTy one indi- 
vidual at any specific time. ' s * . . ' 



♦ Competency qoal^ and performance inJieators are identifted in most 
program-areas by grade 'level categories (K-3, 4-6, 7-9, 10-12) antt sig- 
nifiCant secondary level courses. While some pupils 'will no't become', 
competent in all the goals, others "will .go ^)eyond^ It is believed, 
however, that the- majority of Dupi*ls can achi^^e - these goajs through 
good iristrPction. Additional Ijf, .the use of goals-an?h indicators from 
d- ufdde' level cat eg ory b e It^ nr' r ihnw n - tjip c atPr j ny y in whi ch the p upil 
i^-pro^ently placJfed may be. necessary and more appropri-ate, depending on 
the abilities and speci'al 'needs of some pupils. It will be through- the 
selection pf thfe a>propriate goals and ir^lcators and -their modification 
that a teacher caa tailor classroom instruction 'tcr meet the indivicfual 
needs of pupils. - 

.The Individualized Education Program should bemused to deteripine 
the competency goals and performance indicators jfor individual excep- 
tional children. The Individualized Education Program, mandated by 
state and federal legislation, must include (1) a statement of the pu- 
piVs' present levels of educational performance; (2) a statement df 
annual gOals, (3) a statement of short-term instru^i9nal oWectiv 
(4) a statement of specific education and related services to be provi- 
ded to the puptl, (5) a description of the extent to which the pupil 
will participate in regular education programs and a-<l^scription of the 
program to be provided, (6) the projected dates for initiati^on of ser- 
vices and the duration of services arid "(7) objective criteria, evalua- 
tion procedures, and schedules for determining^, on -at least an annual 
basis-, wheth^ or not the shortU^rm objectives are being achieved. 

The Individualized Education Program is to be developed by a cojm- 
mittee, composed of a representative of the local education agency ot^er 
than the pupil-' s teacher, teacher(s) of the pupil who will^'t^e responsi- 
ble for implementing -the Individual ized Education Program, the parent(sr) 
or guardian(s)^of the pupil* the. pupil- when appropriate, and other in- - 
dividuals at the 'discretion of the p^rent(s) or the loc'al education-

> Cultural changes occurrin.g in our time have significant implications for 
the curriculum- as a> whole and for mathematics in particular. The technological 
world in which'we live makes it imperative that all citizens have some under- 
standing of matl]ematica1 -reasoning and. that at every level of proficiency, -a 
much larger grou'p haive an understanding of mathematical method. All pupils 
should at least 'be given the opportunity to learn the mathematics which wil,l 
provide then). with the basic, mathematical skills to function as productive in- 
formed "flcitizens. 

Mathematics in Grades K-6 . " • . 

From the teaching standpoint, our overall objectives are to help learners 
develop the ability to: 1) think rationally rather thaij merely to memorize 
facts, and formulas; 2) feel comfortable and self-reliant with the mathematics 
in their everyd^ay lives; and 3) establish a foundation which will support later, 
more sophisticated skills in mathematics. ' ^ \

While we feel that the learning tasks identified here are essential ones, 
we recognize" the inability of anyone to predetermine when given concepts or 
skills wiTl be mastered; We know that someipupils may master them earlier or 
Tater than at the time .specif ied here. When skills are acquired is not a|^ im- 
portant as that all be given opportunities to learn. 

• Teachers of each grade should examine the .pSrformance- indicators for the 
previous and next higher grade; By doing so they. can see how fheir segment fits 
into the tot^l mathematics program for children. It is impossible to order the 
competency ^oals^aritf performance indicators so that they are compatible with^ > * 
every t^acher^s ,plari or every lesfrner's maturation rate^ That responsibility 
must be left to' in^liyidual teachers. We have organized the material under these 
broad topics: 1) geometry, 2). measurement, 3 J number and numeration*, and 4) 'Com 
put'ation. Thts do$s not imply that concepts must be developed in- this order. I 
is obvious that learning may take place in several categories at the same time'.
